He made clear that he was carrying 
no American peace plans, nor has 
the intention of Imposing one on the 
parties. 

All Indications nevertheless were 
that Vance would steer the parties 
into deliberations on negotiating a 
comprehensive settlement of the 28- 
year-long Israel-Arab conflict. 
Vance was understood to be concen- 
trating on three major components: 
the concept of peace; the scope of 
Israel's withdrawal from Arab 
territories captured in the 1967 war; 
and the Palestinian case. 

Israel officials are reported to be 
opting for “long-term Interim 
agreements." The officials maintain 
that Israel would exchange substan- 
tial territories for Individual peace 
pacts with Egypt, Syria and Jordan. 
Otherwise, the scope of Israel 
territorial concessions would be 
parallel to the extent of political flex- 
ibility of each of those states. Israel 
remains adamant in refusing to 
recognize the Palestine Liberation 
Organization iPLO). whose policies 
Vance is reportedly planning to ex- 
plore in depth in his meetings with 
Arab leaders. 

The Israel Government leaders in 
any case are not expected to hold 
binding negotiations with Vance in 
view of the national elections In May. 


Concrete negotiations are not ex- 
pected before a Premier-designate Is 

invited to Washington along with 
Arab leaders concerned with the 
Middle East conflict. 

Vance is planned to hold his first 
round of talks with Foreign Minister 
Yigai Alton tonight. Tomorrow he 
will meet twice with Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and hold separate 
conferences with Allon. former 
Premier Golds Melr and Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres. 

He plans to move on to Cairo early 
Thursday for talks with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy. On Friday 
he will go to Beirut, if his security 
aides determine there Is no undue 
risk. The same day the Secretary 
will fly to Jordan fbr talks with King 
Hussein and Premier Mudar 
Badran. 

On Saturday he plans to go to 
Saudi Arabia for a conference with 
Crown Prince Fahd. the strong man 
behind the throne there, and Foreign 
Minister Saud al-Falsal.

Rabin: Police will

He disclosed that he was meeting 
with one of Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim's top aides yesterday 
morning, to be briefed on the just- 
concluded Waldheim mission to the 
Middle East before embarking on his 
own journey.

I really cant say at this 
time what seems to be possible.” 

' He said that the views expressed in 
Jerusalem on this subject “will be 
very Important in what I report to 
the President and what we may 
suggest,” 

It was dear that the new Secretary 
planned primarily to listen during 
his- conversations with Arab and 
Israpl leaders and not to make 
proposals. “What I am seeking to do 
is to obtain at first-hand their views 
on how it may be possible to move 


forward to a peace settlement In the 
Middle East,” he declared. 

He said there were three "key 
elements" in resolving the Arab-

Yadlin points at 
Labour men in 
illegal funding

TEL AVIV. — Asher Yadlin yesterday admitted receiving IL.124,000 
in bribes and claimed that he had transferred EL80.000 of this sum to 
the Labour P arty 's coffers. 


Tbe suspended head of Kupat 
Hollzn and former Cabinet nominee 
for Governor of the Bank of Israel 
told the District Court here that he 
had raised "millions more” for 
Labour during and after the 1973 elec- 
tion campaign. He did not detail the 
sources of these millions. 

When the trial began last month, 
before District Court Judge 
Had&sa&h Ben-Ito, Yadlin, unable to 
appear because of illness, denied the 
charges through his defence counsel. 

His admission yesterday was a 
plea of guilty to two of the three 
groups of charges. Sentence will be 
handed down next Tuesday. 

This surprise development results 
from a deal in which the prosecution 
agreed to re-study the third group of 
charges. 

Yadlin said yesterday he had been 
pressed by the late party strongman 
Pinhas Saplr and by his lieutenants 
Yehoshua Rabinowltz (now Finance 
Minister) and David Kalderon. 
(director of the Agriculture Bank) to 
divert money from Kupat Holim to 
the party. He had been told that this 
had been done once in the past, by 
falsifying Kupat Holim's accounts. 

In the events, Yadlin stressed, he 
did not subvert a penny of Kupat 
Holim funds, nor did he act in any 
way prejudicial to the sick fond. The 
IL8O,OO0 which he had received in 
bribes, and transferred to the party, 
had come from Haim Goshen, a 
lawyer who had earned the money 
legally as go-between in In- 

volving' the sick fund. The sick fund 
itself had lost nothing — and -Yadlin 
himself had gained nothing, since he 
had made over the entire sum to the 
party. 

(The other HA4.000 in bribe money 
Yadlin received from hie former 
lover Hava Eftrlichman. He admitted 
that He had pocketed this money, ex- 
plaining that Mrs. Ehrllchman had 
sought in this way to repay his many 
favours to her. She. too. had earned 
the sums as a gp- be tween In Kiipat 
Holim land deals and there was no 
loss involved to the fund, he 
stressed). 

Yadlin said he paid over most of 
the XLBO.OOO to party treasurer Ze'ev 
Weiner, at the behest of Yehoshua 
Rabinowltz. Some of it had gone 
directly to the party central com- 
mittee coffers "at the request of the 
then-secretary-general whose name, 
to my joy or grief, Is also Yadlin." 

(Asher's cousin Aharon Yadlin, 
now Minister of Education, was 
Secretary-General of the party in 
1973.) 

The recipients did not know the 
source of this money, Y adlin said. As 
a rule they were not Interested in the 
sources, leaving it to him and others 
like him to raise the funds as they 
saw fit. 

The prosecutor. District Attorney 
Victoria Ostrovsky- Cohen, challeng- 
ed Yadlin's claim that the IL&0,000 
had indeed gone to the party. She 
said that part of the sum (it accrued 
from over 20 separate deals) had 
been paid by Goshen into a 
stockbroking account nominally in 
Goshen’s name but In fact owned by 
Yadlin. How could Yadlin dis- 
tinguish between his private moneys 
and the sums he intended, as he 
claimed, to transfer to the party? 

"You don't have to be chairman of 
Kupat Holim to keep such simple ac- 
counts in your head." Yadlin replied. 
“I knew that I had received ILSO.OOO 
from Goshen and that 1 Intended to 
hand over ILSO.OOO to the party." 
Judge Ben-Itto: "All of it?" - 
Yadlin: "Yes, all of It." 

The trial opened with defence and 
prosecution jointly submitting to the 
court a written agreement between 


them whereby Yadlin changed his 
plea to "guilty” on two of the three 
main complexes in the indictment: 
the Goshen moneys and the 
Ehrllchman moneys. 

He also pleaded guilty to a charge 
of evading IU 0,200 m land taxes in 
connection with an apartment he 
bought and sold in Ehrlichman's 
name. 

The third complex in the charge 
sheet. Involving an alleged $30,000 
bribe from Mordechal Elison. head 
of a Solel Boneh subsidiary, was 
shelved pending further investiga- 
tion. 

Yadlin's lawyer, Shiomo TOussla- 
Cbhen. told the court that his client 
could prove his innocence on this 
count and proposed to do so. to the 
Attorney-General's satisfaction, in 
the weeks ahead. The prosecution 
pledged that. If it was convinced by 
Yadlin's arguments, it would drop 
the Elison-related charge. 

Yadlin's sister. Sarah Hari, also 
charged in the Elison affair, is to 
stand trial separately. 

Having admitted the Goshen and 
Ehrlichman-related charges, Yadlin 
was automatically convicted of them 
and the day's proceedings centred 
around his testimony, given from the 
witness stand under oath, and the 
evidence of four character witnesses 
called on his behalf. 

Health Minister Victor Sheratov 
praised Yadlln's "courageous and 
often extraordinary powers of deci- 
"aion and ability to withstand 
pressures". 

In recent years, Shemtov said, 
they had often spent nights up 
together, negotiating with health 
service employees, and each time he 
(Shemtov) had wondered anew at 
Yadlln's depths of understanding 
and tact, and his total devotion to 
Kupat Holim. As the Minister spoke, 
in qu?et. nfl*nsuTe tones, Ta 1 !:n 
sobbed silently. 

Another character witness was 
Jerusalem Post editor Ari Rath, who 
said he had ■ lived and worked 
alongside Yadlin for years in the 
'forties and ‘fifties,’ at Kibbutz 
Hamadiya and in the Tenua 
Meuhedet youth movement. 

“I can say in perfect sincerity that 
there were no bounds to Asher’s 
readiness to help people,” Rath 
testified. 'These were momentous 
times.... Yadlin never refused to 
shoulder the heaviest Of burdens.... 
He obeyed the movement’s demands 
on him in the finest sense of the 
term." 

Here again Yadlin and his family 
wept. 

Koor chief Melr Amlt, who recent- 
ly quit Labour for the DMC party, 
spoke of the years he had worked un- 
der Yadlin who. as Secretary 
General of Hevrat Ovdim from 1968 
to 1973, supervised all HIstadrut in- 
dustries. Yadlin had never allowed 
political or other extraneous con- 
siderations to Impinge upon manage- 
ment or appointment decisions, 
Amit attested. 

Mark Mosewicz, former head of 
the Manufacturers Association, 
spoke of his years of cooperation 
with Yadlin in seeking out foreign In- 
vestors (they were co-vice-chairmen 
of the Prime Minister's Economic 
Conference formed after the Six Day 
War). 

“I was always impressed by his 
■supreme patriotism. Fbr him the 
strengthening of Israel's economy, 
was always the top priority — even 
when attaining it required tough 
talking to the sectional Interests he 
represented,” Mosewicz said. 

In her summation, Mrs. 
Ostrovsky-Cohen demanded "a 
meaningful and deterrent 
sentence." She noted that the max- 
imum jail term for accepting a bribe

Izhar oil factory in Tel Aviv 
destroyed by fire

TEL' AVTV. — Seventy firemen 
battled through the evening to pre- 
vent a major disaster in the Nahlat 
Yitzhak industrial area, as fire rag-' 
ed through the Izhar vegetable oil 
factory. 

The huge blaze virtually destroyed 
the five-storey factory, but the fire 
chiefs were more worried about con- 
taining the rh-ging fire than saving 
the building. ■. 

Their major concern was to pre- 
vent the fire from bursting a big 
petrol tank on the premises. Aharon 
Ankori. deputy TCI Aviv fire chief, 
told The Jerusalem, Post that if the 


container broke open, the whole area 
would be endangered. 

The fire, which is thought to have 
been caused by an electrical short 
circuit, started at 4.45 p.m: Within 
minutes a huge 150-metre -high torch 
of flame topped by a spiral of black 
smoke reached up into the azure 
evening sky. 

Two of the factory's workers were 
slightly injured in foe fire and taken 
to Ichilov Hospital. 

Police scaled off the area from 
traffic and spectators. Firemen us- 
ing special equipment brought the 
blaze under control shortly before 
midnight.

Yadin: All DMC 
funding is clean 


TEL AVIV. — All the contributions 
to the Democratic Movement for 
Change come from private In- 
dividuals, and the movement 
welcomes a state audit of its books at 
any time, DMC leader Ylgael Yadin 
said yesterday In reaction to the 
revelations at Asher Yadlin’s trial.

Yadlin, alone in dock, weeps 
as witnesses praise him

TEL AVIV. — Asher Yadlin em- 
braced his sister when she joined him 
in the dock in the District Court at the 
beginning of his trial yesterday mor- 
ning — but Ms isolation was sym- 
bolically intensified when Judge 
Hadaasah Ben-Xto decided that the 
two would be tried separately, and 
Sara Harl rejoined members of the 
Yadlin family fn the front row of the 
spectators’ section in the small cour- 
troom. ' 

Seated together with Yadlin’s wile, 
their son Omri, daughter Anat and 
son-in-law Be’eri was Yadlin's 
girlfriend. Tafia Llvnl. After Yadlin 
himself entered the court and sat 
down In the dock, Livni handed him a 
belt.

Yadlin pleads for leniency from the court 


TEL AVIV. — “There la a fine Une 
between a life of dishonour and *no 
life’, “ suspended Kupat Hcdlm head 
Asher Yadlin said yesterday while 
pleading for leniency at the Tel Aviv 
District Court 


With tears In Ms eyes and a voice 
choked with emotion, he continued: 
“Possibly according to the law my 
cup of sorrows is not full, but certain- 
ly it Is being filled with my human 
suffering. Do not let these tortures 
cross that fine line.” 


Tattlin' splea came at the end of 
nearly six hours in court and four 
months in detention at Aba KaMr. 
S tanding in the dock, with two seated 
warders flanking him, he read Me 
statement to a hushed courtroom: 
“The Labour movement and the 
State were the central factors in all 
my public work from the beginning 
until this day. These were the causes 
which I was obliged to follow and to 
which I owed an allegiance which I 
gave willingly. 

*T want to stress very strongly that 
in the two cases which were brought 
before tMs court, I did not shirk my 


duties or harm Kupat Holixn. If I am 
aware today as I stand before this 
court that I made an error, I regret it. 
The fact that I didn't harm Kupat 
Holim but protected its assets 
promoted Its operations gives me 
some solace. 

“As your honour Is about to pass 
sentence it seems to me that what I 
have endured during the past five 
months, of which four were spent in 
detention, including one month ' in 
hospital while under detention, 
should be taken into account- 

“Everybody is equal before the 
law. Who hasn’t used Asher Yadlin's 
name to prove tills equality? But was 
there ever in the history of the young 
state of Israel a dally smear cam- 
paign which lasted months in all the 
media? 

“Were so many promises ever 
given to so 'many people In a single 
case — solely In order to find fault 
with one man? 

“Was there ever an announcement 
in the press asking for anybody who 
knows anything about Yadlin to 
phone a certain number? 

“When degradation is unlimited,

was seven years, but she did not 
specifically demand that term. 

She cited the recent cases of 
Michael Tzur, who received the 
maximum term, and of two Defence 
Ministry officials who received five 
and six years for taking bribes. 

She “invited the court” not to 
believe that Yadlin had handed over 
file Goshen bribes to Ms party, but 
argues that, even if this were true, it 
did not mitigate the seriousness of 
his crime. 

The law explicitly states that a 
bribe is a bribe whether or not the 
recipient himself actually benefits 
from it. The 20-odd Goshen deals 
represented “a system of doing 
business that became a way of life” 
for Yadlin, she said. 

Yadlin’s attempts to show that he 
had actually ordered Goshen's com- 
missions from Kupat Holim to be 
reduced demonstrated "a dulling of 
the moral faculties,” she said. How 
could Yadlin have brought himself to 
approve Goshen's commissions — 
whether or not he in fact whittled 
them down a little — when he knew 
that he would himself receive a slice 
of them from Goshen as soon as they 
were paid to the lawyer, she asked. 

Regarding the Ehrllchmann 
monies, Mtb. Ostrovsky-Cohen 
challenged Yadlin's explanation that 
these were an aspect of their love af- 
fair. Granted they were lovers, but 
they were also business partners — 


and the two relationships need by no 
means have contradicted. 

The prosecutor cited Yadlin's ex- 
alted position in Israel society as a 
special cause for the court to deal, 
severely with him. “Every 
household in the land” has been 
overcome by a singe of frustration 
and disappointment when the Yadlin 
affair broke, she said. His crimes 
contributed to the erosion of Israel's 
society from within. Justice Haim 
Cohen had ruled in the Tzur appeal 
that the more lofty a man's position, 
the more severe the courts should 
judge Ms crimes, the prosecutor 
recalled. 

She also asked for a stiff fine — in 
addition to the "meaningful and 
deterrent” prison term. 

Defence Counsel Touasia-Cohen 
also dwelt on the "surge of frustra- 
tion and disappointment” that had 
enveloped the country when the 
Yadlin affair broke. 

“But what caused this feeling? 
Was it the crimes he has been con- 
victed of today — or the mountains of 
malicious and unfounded slander 
that were heaped upon him daily for 
months by the media?" Toussla- 
Cohen called on the court to 
“balance” the “terrible suffering” 
caused his client by this press 
assault 

He rejected any analogy to the 
Tzur case where the accused had 
pocketed millions. The sums In- 
volved here were tiny in comparison.

MK, who had 
been Hlstadrut secretary-general

money for the election campaign.

No testimony can be less 
credible than this." 

The Incumbent party secretary- 
general. Melr Z&rmi. told The Post 
Yadlin had not given Mm “even one 
agora, and I don't know what he is 
talking about.” The party's books 
are open for inspection, he added. 
Asher Wallflsh adds: 

The news of Yadlin's charges Mt 
the Knesset like a bombshell. 

Labour faction members, ex- 
pectedly. were absolutely 
bewildered and behaved like a 
leaderless flock. As the day wore on 
they made themselves increasingly 
scarce in the lobbies and the dining 
rooms so as to avoid curious glances 
from their colleagues and inquisitive 
journalists. 

Outside the Labour Party ranks, 
other MKs were ready to react while 
paying cautious attention to the sub 
judice rules. 

The Likud applied to the 
Presidium for an urgent motion for 
the agenda on TadUn’s charges at 
today's session, but their request 
was turned down. They will present 
the motion in the ordinary way 
tomorrow. 

The state Control Committee 
agreed to the suggestion of Yitzhak 
Modal (Likud- Liberals) to ask the 
State Comptroller to investigate the 
question of illegal party financing. 
Chairman Yosef T&mir reported 
later that the comptroller had 
agreed. 

The Likud’s Gideon Patt said that 


when everyone feds free to denigrate 
you, the fall is Indeed great and pain- 
ful. 

"The forty years of my adult life 
from the moment I entered Herzliya 
Gymnasia and the youth movement 
with its national and personal goals 
are dead and burled.

As regards the need for a 
“deterrent sentence, this need has 
already been met. Never has any 
man in Israel fallen from such lofty 
heights to such depths. This itself is 
the greatest punishment. There is 
not a public servant in Israel wbo 
has to deal with lawyers or with land 
agents who will not remember the 
name of Asher Yadlin for many, 
many years to come.” 


Finance Minister, Rablnowitz should 
return his portfolio to the Prime 
Minister, even though he could not 
resign from the caretaker Govern- 
ment. 

Patt said that He rut's Tel Hal 
Fund, besieged recently by debtors, 
was “as innocent as a newborn babe 
compared with Labour Party funds.

Patt said that, ever since 1948, the 
Labour Party and to some extent the 
National Religious Party had raised 
money by illegal means. The Yadlin 
affair was only the tip of the Iceberg. 


Mapam's Dov Zakin said that If 
Yadlin’s charges were true then they 
were absolutely without precedent In 
their gravity. "We don't have 
enough facts, if any, to make a judg- 
ment. But I'm sure that the 
Attorney-General will make a 
thorough probe. The police and the 
Attorney -General cannot leave these 
things up in the air. If Yadlin's 
charges are baseless, they constitute 
slander. Or maybe be spoke out of a 
yearning for revenge. How can he 
prove them?" 


One NRP man who declined to be 
identified, but who Is known to op- 
pose Yitzhak Raphael, told The 
Post: “Raphael has been hounded 
for the past two decades and more 
over the Tel Gibborim bribery case, 
but that was a drop in the ocean com- 
pared to the latest Labour affair, and 
compared to the .overall pattern of 
financing in all the veteran parties.” 

Former MK Aklva Nof, chairman 

of the Free Centre faction in the 
Hlstadrut. has asked Secretary- 
General Yeruham Meshel for an 
urgent plenum debate on Yadlin's 
court statement “that the budgets of 
Sol el Bo neb and Kupat Holim were 
Inflated for the purpose of illegally 
transferring funds to the Labour 
Party." 

There was much speculation in the 
Knesset corridors over the reason 
Yadlin Indicted the Labour Party. 
Sources who know him well sold they 
believed he was partly avenging the 
death of his close friend, Avr&ham 
Ofer. Ofer committed suicide last 
month after complaining his 
colleagues In Labour had deserted 
him when he was alleged to have 
misused public funds for party pur- 
poses. 

One well-informed source said he 
believed Asher Yadlin involved 
Minister Aharon Yadlin, his cousin, 
because the latter bad failed to stand 
by him.

The next two clauses concern 
freezing of taxes, licence fees (on 
Governmental as well as municipal 
levels) and a moratorium on 
dividends, to remain at last year’s 
levels. 


The Government will underwrite 
the profitability of Jthe various export 
branches. 

The agreement will remain in 
effect until June 30, with the Govern- 
ment agreeing to provide the 
necessary legal authority for its im- 
plementation. At the end of this 
period there will be a gradual “thaw* 
ing out” process. "for two months. 

The concluding paragraphs appeal 
to the workers and the general public 
to aid the success of the deal — as a 
means of stopping inflation and en- 
suring a measure of economfc 
stability, and to abstain from all ac- 
tions that may interfere with or 
sabotage these efforts.

Rabin and the Ministers of Finance, 
Commerce and Industry and 
Labour.

The gunman was identified as 
Fred Cowan, about 35, a gun collec- 
tor living with his parents In New 
Rochelle. A neighbour said: "He was 
always coming in with White Im- 
perialist magazines. He hates 
Blacks. He hates Jews."

Patt: Treasury wants to give 
Egged easy loan, with fat 
profits for Bank Hapoalim

The Opposition in the Knesset 
Finance Committee will fight a 
Treasury plan to secure a IL2S0m. 
loan for Egged under terms which 
will benefit both the bus coo p erative 
and the lending bank greatly, while 
costing the State a great deal, Gi- 
deon Patt MK told The Jerusalem 
Post last night 

He said the Treasury bu asked the 
finance Committee to approve a 
State guarantee for the loan by Bank 
Hapoaitm, which already holds liens 
on Egged property for previous 
loans. Under the terms of the propos- 
ed loan, meant to bail Egged out un- 
til August, the Treasury would 
guarantee tail linkage to the index to 
the bank, while for Egged the loan 
would be unlinked. 

The proposed loan is for 20 years, 
at per cent interest — two per 
cent more than that paid cm linked 
Government bonds in which pension 
funds must invest by law. Bank 
Hapoalim would thus earn, in the 20 
years, some ILlOOm. more than 
earned by the pension funds In- 


vestments — at no risk to itself. 

Formally, the loan would be made 
to Eggcd's subsidiary, Mifalei 
Tahanot Ltd., which owns Egged's 
bus terminals and other property. 
MUalel Tahanot would Issue shares 
at nominal value of ILSO.OOO to the 
Government, thus enabling it to con- 
trol the subsidiary, and would turn 
over the loan money to Egged. The 
bus cooperative would have to pay 
interest only for the first eight years, 
and only then begin to repay the 
principal. 

Patt charged that another pay- 
ment to Egged which far exceeds the 
original estimates of ILl2-IU5m. 
will be for the free rides given to 
soldiers. Although Egged hu to date 
not submitted any cost calculations 
proving these rides incurred any 
.significant additional costs, they are 
demanding ILSOm. The Government 
is prepared to pay Egged ILfiOm., 
IL45m. by the Defence Ministry and 
ILiiSm. by the Transport Ministry. 

All of this. Patt added, is in addi- 
tion to the "normal" subsidy of 
ILBSOm. for public transport includ- 
ed in the 1977 budget.

46 die on roads 
in January

Forty-six persons were killed In 
traffic accidents in January 1977 — 
one more than in the same month 
last year, but eight fewer than in the 
preceding month. December 1976. 

A total of 1,808 persons were In- 
jured in the 1,296 accidents 
registered by police, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reports. The in- 
juries of about one in six of tbe vic- 
tims were described as "serious." 

In the administered areas seven 
persons lost their lives on the roads 
in January, compared with 16 In 
December. 

Tax deductions 
for donors to 
Defence Fund 

Donors Who give over HJ. 0,000 a 
year to the ^Voluntary Defence Fund' 
are to receive a substantial Income 
tax dcdixctldA,, according to a regula- 
tion issued by Finance Minister • 
Yehoshua Rabinowltz and gazetted 
yesterday. 

According ttf the new regulation, 
individuals who pass the ILiO.OOO 
mark in annual contributions to the 
fund will be entitled to a 20 per cent 
deduction from tax on the sum 
donated. Companies who contribute 
more than IHO.OOO will be allowed a 
60 per cent deduction. 

The' new deductions are retroac- 
tive to July, 1976, when the fund was 
established. 

Contributions are still streaming 
in to the fund's coffers. Workers 
from the Kltan textile plants In 
Dixnona. Upper Nazareth. Belt 
She an and Hadar Yosef have given 
the fund a cheque for EL212.000.

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Kfir deal 
sabotaged 
by lobby

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
' TEL AVIV. — The S150m. sale of 24 

C-2 Kfir jet fighters to Ecuador wu 
squelched by the American aviation 
lobby, which deliberately misled 
U.S. policy makers about the deal, 

informed sources told The 
Jerusalem Post here yesterday. 

The sources charged that the lob- 
byists fed inaccurate information to 
Administration officials concerning 
the Kfir's technology, and that per- 
suaded them to disallow the sale. 
The deal was to have been completed 
this week. 

Claims that U.S. officials believed 
the Kfir C-2 too advanced an air- 
plane to be sent to Central America 
were dismissed- 

It wu noted that the F-5 fighter, 
offered at a cheaper price by 
Northrop, an American manufac- 
turer in open competition with the 
Kfir, also contained highly 
sophisticated electronic com- 
ponents. 

The plane itself wu an excellent 
design, although inferior to the Kfir 
In Its Interception speed. 

The inconsistency of the American 
approach wu highlight^ by the 
reported sale of 40 F-104 aircraft by 
Italy to Turkey at a time when the 
U.S. had imposed an arms ban on 
that country at the height of the 
Turco-Greek dispute. This sale wu 
Bated fax the authoritative “Jane’s" 
military review of 197B, which said 
the F-104S were refitted with Italian 
J-79 engines, identical to those used 
in the Kfir and similar to those 
produced in Israel under licence.

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Cairo students continue protests 


CAIRO. — Groups of Cairo 
University .students yesterday, 
defied a government ban on 
strikes and sit-ins for the third 
day running by staging noisy 
demonstrations inside their 
campus. 

Hundreds of students shouted anti- 
government slogans and posted wall 
newspapers criticising recent 
government measures imposing 
tough penalties on strikes and 
demonstrations. • ‘ 

Students took part in the two-day 
riots last month over food price in- 
creases In which 79 people were kill- 
ed and 800 injured. . . 

■ Fighting with knives, stones and 
clubs erupted Sunday on the univer- 
sity campus between rival pro- ana 
anti-government student groups. 
Eight students were arrested. 

Egyptian universities reopened 
Saturday after mid-term holidays 
which had begun a week earlier than 
■normal because of the riots. 

Meanwhile, the Egyptian Parlia- 
ment yesterday expelled from its 
membership former Vice President 
Kamaleddin Hussein because of a 


telegram he sent to President Anwar 
Sadat against the imposition of 
harsh anti-strike penalties. 

The vote was 281 for, 28 against, 
with three abstentions. Forty-eight 
members of the no-seat legislature 
were absent. 

In the telegram sent to Sadat last 
week, Hussein denounced as ■ “un- 
constitutional... and illegitimate 
codification of injustice" a decree- 
law the President had just signed, 
imposing penalties of life imprison- 
ment at hard labour for 
demonstrators, strikers and 
members of subversive clandestine 
■organizations. 

Sadat had invoked an article of the 
constitution which empowered him 
to act in a national emergency. He 
told the nation such an emergency 
had arisen last month when riots and 
arson swept Cairo and six other 
pities after the government had in- 
creased food and fuel prices. 

The law was endorsed in a 
nationwide referendum last Thurs- 
day by a 99.42 per cent majority.

♦Vi»n abandoned them" during ef- 
forts to promote Black rule In 
Rhodesia. 

“I don’t think Andy said it in a 
critical way.” the President told 
reporters before g flying back to 
Washington after two days of relaxa- 
tion in Ms home town of Plains, 
Georgia. 

Carter sprang to Kissinger’s 
defence on Sunday when reporters 
outside the Plains Baptist Church 
asked him about Young's comments. 

“Because of the election year,” 
Carter replied, “it was obvious 
President Ford and Secretary 
Kissinger couldn't proceed as 
vigorously or with as much influence 
(on Rhodesia) as they would have- 
had President Ford been re- 
elected." 

Secretary of State Qyrus Vance; 
national security advisor Zbigniew 
Brzezlnski, and three foreign-policy 
aides who accompanied Young Join- 
ed Carter and foe Ambassador for 
the meeting.

NEW DELHI. — The aunt of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi, Mrs. Vi Jay a 
Lakshml Pandit, announced yester- 
day she would campaign for the op- 
position in next month’s Indian 
general election. 

Mrs. Pandit, 76, sister of the late 
Jawaharlal Nehru, Independent In- 
dia’s first Prime Minister, said she 
loved Mrs. Gandhi very dearly, but 
was greatly distressed at trends in 
India since a state of emergency was 
Imposed In June, 1975. 

“The corrosion of democracy must 
stop," white-haired Mrs. Pandit, a 
former president of the UN General 
Assembly, told a press conference on 
foe lawn of former Agriculture 
Minister Jagjivan Ram’s residence 
here. 

Ram. who resigned from Mrs. 
Gandhi’s ruling Congress Party thia 
month, heads an opposition group 
known as Congress for Democracy. 

Mrs. Pandit, who retired from 
politics in 1969, said: “I have 
remained a passive spectator far too 
long. I cannot live at peace with 
myself if, by my silence, 1 seem to 
agree with the destruction of all I 
have been taught to hold dear." 

Mrs. Pandit has had a distinguish- 
ed career in Indian politics and 
public life: she was Ambassador to 
the Soviet Union from 1947 to 1949, 
Ambassador to foe U.S. from 1949 to 
1952 and High Commissioner to Bri- 
tain from 1954 to 1961. 

She also led foe Indian delegation 
to the UN for a number of years and 


was president of the General 
Assembly in 1953-4. She Is a former- 
Governor of Maharashtra State and 
waa an MP until she retired seven 
years ago. 

Mrs. Pandit said she would not be 
. Joining any political party but would 
campaign for candidates of foe 
Congress for Democracy and of the 
main opposition Janata Party with 
which Ram’s group Is allied. 

Political observers believe her 
alignment with the opposition could 
be a significant psychological boost 
for them. She has no political power 
base, but like Mrs. Gandhi she does 
have foe magic of foe Nehru connec- 
tion — and this is a potent factor In 
Indian politics. 

Mrs. Pandit stressed there was 
nothing personal in her opposition to 
her niece. She added, however, that 
she would not campaign In Mrs. 
Gandhi’s Rae Barelli constituency. 

Mrs. Pandit said she had not for- 
mally approached Mrs. Gandhi 
about the emergency, but had on one 
occasion voiced her concern about 
the way things were going. When foe 
emergency was declared it came as 
a tremendous shock to her, and “it 
seemed that the seeds of 
authoritarian rule were being 
sown," she explained. Her concern 
grew over the months as 
“democratic institutions which we 
had built up through the years of In- 
dependence were smothered and 
destroyed one after 
another.” (Reuter)

LONDON. — The U.S. is developing 
a fleet of “incredibly fast" frigates 
floating on air cushions for the 1980s 
and 1990s as a shield against Soviet 
submarine packs in the Atlantic and 
other international shipping lanes, 
“Jane’s Surface Skimmers" said 
yesterday. 

The vessel, which makes all 
present-day warsMps look obsolete, 
is a 3,000-ton Air- Cushion VeMde 
(ACV) that skims the waves at more 
than 80 knots — twice the speed of 
the latest fast patrol boats. 

Editor Roy McLeavy wrote In the 
1976-77 edition of the annual 
reference work: “The mere 
knowledge that the first of these In- 
credibly fast warships is now not 
only within reach technologically, 
but i« likely to be delivered to foe 
U.S. Navy in mld-1982. must be an 
enormous morale booster for 
Western defence strategists." 

Noting that the U.S. has so far in- 
vested 2309m. in the project, Jane's 
said: "No one doubts that in terms of 
providing an effective shield against 
attack by submarine packs on the 
Atlantic and other vital international 
ahipping arteries the final value of 
the programme may well prove in- 
estimable." 

The new submarine hunters will be 
of the so-called “Surface Effect 
Ships" type — a technical name for 
vessels floating On air cushions, like 
the civilian “hovercraft" pioneered 
originally by Britain. 

Jane's said foe Soviet Navy for its 
part Is completing the development 
of a 300-ton hydrofoil, capable of 
spqeds up to 55 knots "making it the 
world’s biggest operational hydrofoil 
warship to date."

The SES frigates could sprint 
ahead of the convoy, then stop and 
use their sonar and helicopters to 
detect submarines and destroy them 
before the attackers could get near 
the convoy. McLeavy said. Naval 
tacticians suggest that four SESs’ 
will provide a far more effective 
shield than 12 conventional 
worships, and at two to three times 
less cost, he added. 

By 1900, say specialists in the in- 
dustry. SESs of 6,000 to 8,000 tons 
could be available to deploy troops 
and equipment to counter emergen- 
cies in distant lands, with the 
minimum of delay. (AP, UPI )

Then she and 
her sister-in-law are the only 
saleswomen, so they cut down on 
overheads. 

Hannah showed me several items 
with the factory's recommended 
price label attached, then said: 
“Our price is XL20 leas than that.” 
When buying a child's shirt or jeans, 
a saving of XLlO to XIAO can make a 
great difference. And X saw from the 
purchases made that very few 
customers bought only one item; 
they more often left with three or 
tour.

Surviving fame and schmaltz

THE YEHUD Comprehensive High 
School is achieving what every 
school should as a matter of course 
— integration and academic ex- 
cellence. But because of its unusual 
success , students and faculty are In 
great demand for radio. TV and 
press interviews. As a result of this 
publicity and the glowing reports of 
some graduates, expectations have 
been raised so high the many new 
pupils are disappointed at what they 
find. 

The school, which is the subject of 
a television documentary to be 
shown tomorrow on Israel television, 
started ten years ago as a slum 
school for residents of Yehud. Its 
dynamic principal, Yosef 
Mcshulam, has turned ft into an ex- 
cellent school which attracts pupils 
from Savyon, Ganei Yehuda and 
other prosperous towns. 

Mcshulam, who Is on leave this 
year and working at the Or Yehuda 
High School, says the secret of his 
success Is simple. "The general feel- 
ing in this country today Is that 
things arc rotten and that the In- 
dividual is powerless to change 
them. If we don't wont our students 
to grow up feeling that way, we have 
to give them responsibility, teach 
them to fight for what is right and be 
open and frank in our dealings with 
them." He sees the integration of 
students from Yehud and Savyon as 
important — particularly since the 
integration Is purely voluntary — but 
his main emphasis is on the environ- 
ment the school has created. 

This Is not an “open" or “free" 
school in which every pupil can do 
what he likes. In the final analysis, 
students are expected to work and to 


achieve. Grades are given, but there 
is a process of appeals and a student 
discipline committee can veto ad- 
ministration decisions to suspend or 
expel a student. 

“Of course it's dangerous to give 
pupils this much freedom," 
Mcshulam said, “but none of us 
wants to live in a totalitarian society, 
even if dictatorship is easier and 
more efficient.” 

Rivi, chairman of the discipline 
committee, said the students don't 
abuse their authority because they 
know the adults can take it away 
from them. “Wc don’t veto decisions 
just out of spite and we don't hold 
meetings during classes just to get 
away from studying.” 

"The youngsters aren't stupid," 
Mcshulam said. “They know there 
are limits. They can't tell me whom 
to hire or fire. But when I fired a 
teacher and a student objected, say- 
ing I had been unjust, X felt compell- 
ed to convince him rather Hi«« to tell 
him it wasn't his affair." 

One pupil, Oma, said that she had 
heard such glowing things about the 
school that the reality was disap- 
pointing. “Everyone had told me 
that you can go to any teacher and 
talk about your problems. That isn't 
always so." 

“There Is always a struggle 
between those teachers who accept 
our philosophy all the way and those 
who find It hard to practise what we 
preach," Mesbulam told her. “2 
know it's harder this year, when I'm 


not around, to maintain the momen- 
tum. But I had to leave the school 
because I was getting tired. I don't 
mean that I don't work hard in Or 
Yehuda; actually I am working even 
harder because the school there was 
about to be closed and has to be built 
up from scratch If we want to 
salvage It. 

“Being somewhere else will help 
me come back to Yehud next year 
and make a fresh start. I will also be 
able to demand things the school needs 
and threaten not to come back If I 
don't get them... 

“I recently saw a film about a 
school which had a gymnasium. I 
have been trying to get a gym built 
here for years but without success. 
When the gym scene came on. I turn- 
ed to Eliezer Shmueli (director- 
general of the Ministry of Educa- 
tion) who was sitting behind me. 'I 
know.' he whispered before X opened 
my mouth...” 

Rivi objected to the school's 
problems being discussed in my 
presence. “Those of us who really 
love the school don't want negative 
things written about it.” 

Mesbulam disagreed. “We have 
got so much publicity, much of it 
bhmnltz’, that I wouldn't mind see- 
ing some criticism in print.*' 


HIS is the hard way to run a school, 
Meshulam told me after the pupils 
had left One night at 4 a.m., while he 
was In Kibbutz Maagan Michael with 


students from the Or Yehuda school, 
two pupils from Yehud knocked on 
his door. They had Insisted that one 
of their fathers bring them to the kib- 
butz in the dead of night because the 
school paper was to go to press to the 
next day and the editor refused to 
print an announcement from the 
chairman of the students' 
pedagogical committee unless 
Meshulam confirmed it. 

The pedagogical committee, 
which works together with the facul- 
ty on matters of curriculum, had 
reached an agreement with the ad- 
ministration that all eleventh 
graders must take Hebrew 
literature, but may choose whether 
to take It for bagrut (matriculation) 
or only for a test at the school. 
(Because of the hoprut reform, 
which gives students some choice in 
their matriculation subjects, 
literature Is no longer compulsory. 
Meshulam, afraid literature would 
be neglected, asked the students’ 
pedagogical committee to agree that 
every student be required to take 
literature. ) 

“I confirmed the agreement, azxd 
at 4 a_m. the four of us — two adults 
and two teen-agers — sat in the car 
and discussed Hebrew literature. If 
they took the matter so seriously, I 
certainly wasn't going to tell them it 
could have waited until the following 
week's edition of the paper." 

Meshulam wishes his school would 
get out of the limelight, not only 
because the publicity takes him and 
the students away from their work, 
but also because he wishes all 
schools were run like his. And in that 
case, his success story would no 
longer be newsworthy.

There's an air correspondent call-

Telemann: Trio Sonata; Bach; Prelude 
and Fugue la C; Excerpts from Cn n tn tw o 
Nos. SO and 140, and from Mass In G: 
“Dominos Dens." 

THERE IS always something es- 
pecially attractive about these con- 
certs in the Church of the Redeemer. 
The walk through the empty lanes of 
the Old City with their shuttered 
shops, past the occasional border 
policemen on guard, puts one in a 
special mood, as does the uncon- 
ventional venue (at least, for 
Israelis) of the church itself with its 
clean white vaulted interior. The 
performing artists are unseen, the 
music comes floating down from the 
organ loft, and the sound of the 
voices the organ and the other in- 
struments fill the air in a fine ac- 
coustical balance and with rich 
though never overhwleming 
sonorities. All these conditions 
accentuated the enjoyment of the 
music distinguished by a high stan- 
dard of performances. 


Cilia Ghrbssmeyer's soprano, pure 
and crystal-clear,' found ah Ideal 
partner in the rich tones of visiting 
baritone Howard Nelson (an 
American member of the Zurich 
Opera), whose, sonorous, well- 
modulated and resonant voice blend- 
ed beautifully with that of Miss 
Qrosameyer’s. All the instrumen- 
talists executed their various parts 
in good chamber music character, so 
that the whole concert sounded more 
like an intimate gathering of 
musicians playing for their own 
pleasure rather than a public perfor- 
mance for a paying audience. 


Elisabeth Roloffs handling of the 
organ was' Impeccably smooth and 
correct and she proved her 
musicianship particularly in the 
ensembles where she applied 
delicate stops in order to combine 
with the other instruments without 
ever drowning them out or otherwise 
Imposing powerful sonorities on the 


team. Tempi flowed at a pleasant 
pace, and the dedication of all par- 


ticipants to the music was evident, 
making its great impact on the (now 
traditional) capacity audience.

The board of directors of the bank 
decided to recommend to the annual 
general meeting of shareholders to 
capitalize, from funds and balances, 
the amount of XL6m. to enlarge the 
paid up share capital by way of issu- 
ing bonus regular “A" shares to 
holders of regular and regular "A" 
shares. 

The board of directors will also 
recommend the payment of a 10 per 
cent cash dividend to regular and 
regular "A" shareholders. The bank 
achieved a growth of 47.6 per cent In 
its assets, which totalled IL3.7b. st 
the end of 1976. 


Israeli roses 
worry Europe’s 
flower growers 


BONN. — German and Dutch flower 
growers have expressed alarm at 
massive imports of cheap Israel 
roses. 

Doily flights of Israel fruit- and 
flower-laden Boeing jumbos started 
arriving at Cologne airport late last 
year. . By the end of this winter, 
Israel will have sold about 50 million 
roses to Europe, and this figure is ex- 
pected to double next winter. 

The Europeans say their roses cost 
about eight cents apiece to grow, but 
Israel roses — In spite of air freight 
costs — are being sold to wholesalers 
at “a fraction of this." 

In fact. German flower sellers are 
not passing on this cost advantage to 
their customers on Europe's biggest 
flower market. ' Roses — whatever 
their origin — cost about 24 to 40 
cents each retail. 

An even bigger headache for 
flower growers is resulting from car- 
nations from Kenya and Colombia, 
which unlike the Israel flowers, 
blossom all year round. 

The German Flower Growers 
Association has told its members 
there is nothing it can do. It 
recommends that they switch to 
growing more exotic flowers which 
unlike roses and carnations cannot 
be transported long distances. ( JTA) 


EEC link 
helps attract 

investments

HAIFA. — Rassco has begun one 
major new housing project and Is ex- 
panding another one here. The pro- 
jects together will provide nearly a 
thousand apartments. 

Ramot Rassco, on the north- 
eastern Carmel slope, below Neve 
Sha'anan, will consist in the first 
stage of 14 buildings, some of tbem 
high-rises, built on land purchased 
from the Khayat brothers. 

The company will invest IUSm. in 
the project. Work on the first two 
buildings, of seven storeys each is 
going on simultaneously with 
landscaping, and the construction 
and widening of streets. 

Rassco's new board chairman, 
Zalman Susayeff. and general 
manager Yigal Weinstein, say that a 
survey in the Greater Haifa area es- 
tablished a demand for medium- 
sized homes in the city area. "We 
have chosen this part of town for Its 
fine location on the mountain slope, 
and apartments will have a view of 
the Bayslde area," they said. 


Rassco has undertaken to provide 
roads, green spaces, and communal 
facilities. 


Floor space will be 75sq. m. for the 
three-room and 92 sq. m. for the four- 
room apartments. This does not in- 
clude a small storage room in the 
basement. The architect is Michael 
SUberman, of Haifa. 

Prices, including VAT, vary from 


IL235.000 to I L2 90,000. The first two 
buildings, with a total of 78 fists, are 
to be ready by the end of the next 
year. 

In the Ramat Hadar quarter, 
Rassco is expanding its group of 
high-rises with the addition of an 18- 
floor building with 284 apartments. 
Floor space ranges from 72 sq.m, in 
a two- room apartment to 117 sq.m, in 
one with five rooms. There will also 
be six penthouses with up to 174 
sq.m, of floor space. Prices range 
from IL275.000 to IL412.000. For the 
penthouses they range from IL018.- 
000 to XL660.000. Completion date is 
June 2978. 

The Rassco heads made a plea for 
"more planning and better Govern- 
ment coordination in the construc- 
tion field." Controlled and planned 
investments could preserve the in- 
dustry as "on essential tool of toe 
economy.” 

Rassco would pursue a cautious 
policy and keep a “lower profile", 
Susayeff said. A more moderate 
scale of home construction would 
benefit the economy. As a hedge 
against a possible slump in the in- 
dustry Rassco was now expanding 
its contract construction division 
and bidding for public tenders. 

Rassco is now engaged in building 
just over one thousand apartments 
in the north, among them in develop- 
ment towns .like Shlomi. M&’alot. 
Migdal Ha' erne k and Rekhassim, in 
which it has a supply of 440 
apartments for sale.

Canada drags feet 
on anti-boycott action

MONTREAL. — Revelations by a 
citizens' commission of distinguish- 
ed Canadians last month that the 
Arab boycott of Israel has a per- 
vasive impact in Canada made front- 
page news in all major Canadian 
newspapers. Numerous editorials 
demanded anti-boycott action and 
denounced the government for foot- 
dragging on the issue. 

The government, which outlined 
last October 21 a general anti- 
boycott policy, bas not yet im- 
plemented any specific regulations 
against these discriminatory 
policies. 

Since the commission’s press con- 
ference, the government has kept a. 
sf*ny silence and refused to com- 
ment on the allegations. The 
business community, on the other 
hand, appears to view the report as a 
serious attack on corporate 
prerogatives and seems to be 
preparing a counter-attack to dis- 
credit the commission's report and 
the commissioners. The Arab 
diplomatic community already has 
denounced the report as inaccurate 
and warned that its proposals could 
harm Canada's relations with Arab 
countries. 

In its findings, the report charged 
that the five major bards of Canada 
were regularly processing letters of 
credit embodying boycott clauses 
and thus acting as the "major en- 
forcers" of the Arab boycott In 
Canada. It said cases of antl-Jewish 
discrimination were found in all 
types of business documents, in both 
the private and public sectors. 

The provincial governments of On- 
tario and Newfoundland were said to 
have been requested to drop Jewish 
underwriters in order to attract 
petro-dollar financing. Ontario re- 
jected the approach; New- 
foundland's response is unknown. 
The commission also revealed 22 
specific cases of compliance by 
Canadian firms with boycott re- 
quests and named eight companies. 

It additionally stated that the ma- 
jor engineering, consulting and 


architectural firms in Canada are 
required to submit boycott certifies* 
tion when submitting bids to Arab 
League states. 

The recommendations of the com- 
mission are wide-ranging. It re- 
quests the government to totally out- 
law compliance with boycott 
demands, or even the answering of 
such clauses in contracts or 
questionnaires. It recommended 
that banks be prohibited from 
processing letters of credit with 
boycott clauses. It also called for a 
reporting, mechanism. «*«nmr to that 
Included in the U>S. Export Ad- 
ministration Act, which would 
monitor the workings of the boycott 
in Canada. Specific anti-boycott 
directives to federal Crown Cor- 
porations. it added, are imperative. 

Last summer the "Globe and 
MaU"of Toronto disclosed what it 
termed a "secret Cabinet memoran- 
dum" an the boycott, which said that 
the extent of the boycott practice in 
Canada was exaggerated by the 
"pro-Israel lobby" and that the 
boycott does not discriminate 
against Jews. The alleged Cabinet 
document emphasized that any Arab 
boycott policy could harm Canada’s 
trade relations with the Arab world. 

Canada's official policy on the 
boycott, enunciated soon after 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allen's visit 
to Canada last September, Indicated 
that Canadian firms participating In 
the boycott will be denied all govern- 
ment support and facilities, in- 
cluding the services of trade mis- 
sions in the Arab Middle East, finan- 
cing and market information. It also 
said that campaniess will be re- 
quired to report to the government 
all instances of receiving boycott 
demands, and that such reports will 
be made available for public 
scrutiny. 

Yet the proposed policy, which has 
not been implemented, lacked teeth 
and appeared exceedingly vague. It 
Included no sanctions or penalties, 
its operation remains undefined and 
the government explicitly stated 
that no legislation is being drafted or 
sought. 


Nuclear power stations 
not cheaper than coal 


NEW YORK. — Nuclear power 
plants must be abut down for 
maintenance and repair so often that 
they will be less economical than 
coal plants in the future, anew study 
suggests. 

And the efficiency of both types of 
plants is less than the utility industry 
says It is, making alternatives such 
as solar energy more attractive, the 
study by the Council on Economic 
Priorities says. 

If its conclusions are found to be 
valid, the two-year study by the non- 
profit American business research 
group could change the priorities of 
utility and . government official 
planning for future, electric power 
supplies. 

Proponents of nuclear power 
traditionally have argued that it is 
cheaper than coal for generating 
electricity. 

Charles Romanoff, the author of 
the study, based his conclusion on his 
analysis of data on the performance 
of 250 coal-fired plants installed 
between 1960 and 1972 and all 38 
nuclear plants installed between 1968 
and 1974. 

The key measurement he sought 
was the “capacity factor” of each 
type of plant The capacity factor is * 
the plant's actual electrical output 
as a percentage of its maximum 
possible production over a period of 
time. 


Through 1975, commercial nuclear 
plants have operated at an average 
capacity factor of 59 per cent For 
very large nuclear plants — 1,000 to 
1,300 megawatt capacity — 
Kbmanoff projects the capacity fac- 
tor will be only 45 to 60 per cent 

This is the size of almost all plants 
now being built and ordered by the 
utility industry, which assumes, 
however, that they will have capaci- 
ty factors of 70 to 80 per cent, 
Kbmanoff says. 

"Capacity factor is the most 
critical determinant of nuclear 
power economics, yet utilities, reac- 
tqr^eaflprs.|^jmqny_government. 
agencies are failing to confront the 
poor performance record of nuclear 
plants and- revise their- cost projec- 
tions accordingly," he said. 

Romanoffs methodology and con- 
clusions were criticized by several 
persons connected with the nuclear 
Industry. They argued that there 
hasn't been enough experience with 
very large nuclear plants, those with 
capacities of 1.000 megawatts or 
more, to project their future efficien- 
cy. CAP)

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Yadlin’s revenge 


THE LEGENDARY “Pandora's box" of Israeli politics has 
been pried open: that apparently' was Asher Y adlin’s revenge, 
as well as recompense, tor having confessed at least part of Ms 
guilt, after long months of persistent denial. 

The Labour Party has been dealt a savage blow by one of Its 
own stalwarts, and at the worst possible time In its history. Mr. 
Yadlin’s accusations against leading party members, among 
them two cabinet ministers, do not, of course, by themselves 
create a presumption of culpability, any more than the charges 
against him automatically invalidated his earlier claim of in- 
nocence. But Labour itself now stands in the dock of public 
opinion; and whatever the legal ramifications of the Yadlln 
trial, the party owes the public an explanation, and perhaps an 
expiation. 

To be sure. Labour is entitled to defend Its reputation by at- 
tack as well. For will anyone argue that other major veteran 
parties have not been similarly tainted? And if not similarly, 
then in other ways which are equally reprehensible? Can it real- 
ly be claimed that apolitical kickback amounts to the criminal 
offence of bribery only when it involves a public and not a 
private economic institution? 

By the same token, is not the real source of the trouble the 
chaotic situation prevailing in the area of party financing, 
despite some feeble, if sincere, attempts by the Knesset to put 
some order into it? Should not the State Comptroller, as he 
himself suggested yesterday, be given wider powers to super- 
vise the parties’ income and expenditure? 

All such, questions are. entirely legitimate, but they will not 
save Labour from its predicament. It must now search its soul 
— and, even more important, its working procedures — and 
take drastic action to prove, to the electorate that it can still 
command its confidence. 


The Vance mission 


WITH THE INCUBUS of direct UN interference lifted, at least 
temporarily, from the Middle East scene, the time has come to 
get down to the brass tacks of peacemaking. Under the cir- 
cumstances this presumes the active Intercession of the UjS., 
the one big power acceptable to both sides to the conflict. - 

It is therefore only right and proper that Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, having just assumed office in the Carter ad- 
ministration, should be arriving here today on the first leg. 
of what is billed as a reconnaissance tour of the area. 

Strictly speaking, of course, the U.S. has an equal partner in 
the Soviet Union to the peacemaking process; for both are 
chairmen of the Geneva conference, whose resumption now 
appears to be sought by moat everyone. However, even before ft 
began losing favour with the Arabs, as it did recently, the 
Kremlin robbed itself of any effective political role in the Middle 
East through its feul boycott of Israel. 

Now rumours are suddenly afloat that a normalization of 
relations with this country is being planned by the entire 
Eastern bloc, starting with Hungary and ending with the Soviet 
Union. Even if tM« turned out to be the case, it would not be 
nearly enough to wipe the slate clean in Israeli eyes. 

This leaves the U.S. for the foreseeable future in a comman- 
ding position — not indeed to command, but certainly to propose 
and to recommend ways and means of establishing peace in the 
area. President Carter, like his predecessor, has disavowed any 
intention of dictating terms of settlement to the parties; 
Secretary Vance is here now, by his own testimony, not to in- 
struct hut to listen and learn. 

Before his departure from Washington, Mr. Vance told 
reporters that he planned to explore the possibility that the 
Palestinian leadership — that is, the PLO — had moderated its 
position towards Israel. .A moderate PLO position would 
presumably be one which acknowledges Israel's title to 
sovereign statehood, while insisting on the Palestinians' right to 
a state of their own. Thus it would seem to jibe with the 
provisions of Resolution 242, to which the U.S. remains firmly 
wedded. 

The Secretary's Israeli hosts might, however, usefully 
suggest to him that it is not accidental that the PLO leadership 
— including its supposedly more moderate section — has per- 
sistently rejected 242. 

For that Security Council decision proposed to lay the 
groundwork for a Middle East peace by resolving the real issues 
that made up the Arab-Israel conflict. The Arab denial of 
Israel’s legitimacy — of which the PLO’s Covenant remains the 
most blatant expression — was recognized as such an issue ; the 
absence of Palestinian statehood was not. The satisfaction of 
"legitimate Palestinian interests" was implicitly left to those 
Arab states which could have satisfied them, if they so desired, 
long before. It was not assumed to be the responsibility of 
Israel. 

If there is a body of moderate Palestinian opinion which en- 
dorses this position, it can only be found outside the PLO. In the 
eyes of the PLO, moderation means a Palestinian state — or, 
more often, "political entity" — in the parts of the country oc- 
cupied by Israel In June 1967, serving as a tactical instrument 
.for achieving the strategic goal of Israel’s eventual elimination. 

That, needless to say, is not an idea fora settlement-by-stages 
which could serve as a basis for discussion, in Geneva or 
anywhere else.

ONE PROBLEM that Secretary Vance is reportedly not in- 
terested In discussing here is the proposed U.S. ban on the sale 
of Kflr military aircraft to Ecuador. Yet the Israeli stand an this 
matter needs to be made absolutely clear. 

The problem of the arms trade most certainly exists, and if a 
complete shutdoYm could be clamped on the sale of munitions 
from one country to another, Israel would be the first to cry out 
its approval. Had such a system been devised by the great 
powers, Israel would in all likelihood never have got to the point 
even of designing the Kfir. 

But the most modern and deadly weaponry is being poured 
from East and West into the hands of Israel’s declared enemies, 
without any letup or hindrance. France even states in justifica- 
tion that if it does not supply the Arabs, the Russians will. Does 
that argument not apply with the same force to Israel Aircraft 
Industries’ accord with Ecuador? 

The Americans do not claim that an international military 
embargo will be imposed on South America; indeed U.S. 
manufacturers competed with LAI for the Ecuador contract. 
The question therefore is not whether that country should buy 
warplanes ; it is whether they should buy Israeli warplanes. 

The development of foreign trade is Israel's only way 
forward, away from continued dependence towards economic 
recovery and self -sufficiency. The more foreign currency Israel 
earns by its own efforts, the less financial assistance it win need 
from the U.S. 

That some of these exports are of a military nature is only a 
reflection of our own dilemma. If we could survive safely 
without our war industry, we could scrap the whole of it, without 
regret. But we must arm, which means we must supply others 
too (a problem familiar in weapon-exporting countries) . To pre- 
vent us, and only us, from following the course of economic logic 
means to slow down and hamper grievously Israel’s drive to 
solve its most crippling problem. 


THE PANDORA’® box of ethical 
blemishes, murky transactions and 
outright criminal actions, connected 
with the siphoning off of moneys 
from, public institutions and public 
and private companies for the finan- 
cing of party election campa’gns. is 
finally creaking open. 

Labour Party leaders and those of 
other parties . have periodically 
engaged in mysterious mutte rings 
regarding- the dire consequences 
which could be expected if the 
shroud concealing the inner 
workings of this aspect of Israel’s 
party politics were ever lifted. 

Asher Yadlin claims that the 
moneys he admits taking in bribes 
and kick-backs were actually 
funnelled into the Labour Patty's 
1973 election campaign in Tel Aviv, 
and that his Illegal actions were 
taken at the behest of the late Plnhas 
Sapir and the current Minister of 
Finance Yehoshua Rablnowitz, 
Minister of Education Aharon 
Yadlin and other party func- 
tionaries. 

Whether these finger-pointing ac- 
cusations are true or not is a fit sub-

breath away. 

The Yadlin case cannot be con- 
sidered in isolation. It comes in the 
wake of the suicide of Minister of 
Housing A vraham-Of er, a uspected of 
involvement in some aspects of the 
Yadlin case, and of other scandals 
linking public and private firms such 
as Shikun Ovdim, Sole! Boneb and 
Autocars with Illicit party financing.

mechanism of the judicial commis- 
sion of Inquiry has been established 
by law. The only man who ean call 
such a commission Into being is the 
Prime Minister, and this is expressly 
what Mr. Rabin should now do. 

There has been much criticism of 
Mr. Rabin as having been a Prime 
Minister of continuity rather titan of 
change- Nowhere has- this charge 
been further from the truth than in 
his support of prosecution of public 
corruption free of political in- 
terference. The irony of it all is, 
however, that a halfway Job will be 
more intolerable than not having 
begun at all. 

Taking the alternative course of 
seeking to ride out the storm in 
silence will not wash in an election 
year In which domestic questions are 
at the top of the public’s agenda. 
There is some basis to the belief that 
some of the reprehensible practices 
through which parties have financed 
their activities are things of the past, 
•mere should be room for hope that 
most politicians have not been in- 
volved In or personally privy to the 
illegal aspects of these practices. 

The only way to put these belief^ 
and hopes to the test, and to restore 
some semblance of public con- 
fidence in the probity of its officials 
and political Institutions is by way of* 
such a commission of inquiry. Such a 
commission would be empowered to 
subpoena the parties' records and to 
compel testimony. 

Evidence of clear illegalities 
which may emerge from such an in- 
quiry should form the subject of 
legal prosecution. But what is to be 
hoped Is- that sorely needed refor- 
mulation of an acceptable political 
morality with which the post-Yom- 
Kippur-War Israel cam live, will 
emerge from such an inquiry. 

It would be best for the Prime 
Minister to take the initiative in set- 
ting up such a commission rather 
than being forced into ft by the 
parliamentary opposition, the press 
and public opinion. 


POSTSCRIPTS 




ELEVEN East Europeans, 10 West 
Europeans and 34 Americans met at 
Rosemont College in Philadelphia in 
January for the first-ever Marxist- 
Christian conference on peace. 

"We must live as hostages to each 
other,” Professor Charles West of 
Princeton Theological Seminary told 
the gathering which was sponsored 
by the Institute for Peace Research 
.of the University of Vienna, 
Bruskov’s International Institute for 
Peace and the Institute for Inter- 
national Understanding at Rosemont 
College, a Catholic Institution. 

During the discussions a valuable 
suggestion that reevaluation and 
rewriting of school textbooks in East 
and West could be an important step 
towards peace met with mixed reac- 
tions. So did the appeal for an inter- 
national statement on peace on 
which teachers around the world 
could base and justify their peace 
education. 

"Peace education." the Soviet 
representative urged, "must include 
teaching the value of human life and 
humtm culture, as well as fear of 
nuclear war." As expected, the 
violations of human rights listed in 
Charter 77 and the implementation 
of human rights proclaimed in the 
Helsinki Agreement and crudely 
violated in Eastern Europe were not 
on the agenda which included a large 
number of pious statements and 
noble proclamations. 

The first Marxist-Cbristian 
Conference on Peace ended without 
any appeal. But it was important as 
an Indication that in the modern 
world even the most diametrically 
opposed forces must seek mutual 
cooperation. A.Z.

The actual situa- 
tion is that very many Jews have 
never considered living in Israel 
whilst others have left the country 
for a myriad of reasons, some much 
more valid than the better standard 
of living or the cheaper purchase 
rates for cars, cigars and whisky 
abroad. There arc many reasons of 


family, health and profession that 
may make up personal decisions. 

If you 'consider a Jew. who has 
never been to Israel, an “honourable 
Jew" and if you consider an Israeli 
living abroad a “traitor" the obvious 
conclusion would be that if one wants 
to remain an "honourable Jew," one 
should never settle in Israel. A rare 
-piece of logic, that! 

Why Is it that Israel absolutely 
shuns and ostracizes Its citizens 
abroad? Every other government in 
the world tries to draw some kind of 
a benefit out of its citizens abroad, 
whether for financial reasons, im- 
porting know-how or ■ political 
motives. Is it possible then for Israel 
just to write off its citizens abroad?

Sir. — Ever since the Yom Klppur 
War, I have been on the dovish side 
of the fence. It seemed to me that the 
Government of Israel was becoming 
Inflexible on what seemed a matter 
of the national self-determination of 
the Palestinian Arabs. 

Then came the war in Lebanon. 
The PLO began to lose force as the 
single spokesman for the 
Palestinians and King Hussein made 
the moves necessary to become a 
negotiating partner. Just as impor- 
tant, the West Bank Arab Leaders 
have begun to show some in- 
dependence. 

All this time, the Government of 
Israel has stood on the principle of no 
negotiations with any partner that 
avows its destruction. Seeming in- 
transigence has proved to be not just 
prudence, but the highest sense of 
moral correctness. Israel's stand on 
its principles is sometimes difficult 
for those of us wishing to take the 
risks of trust In the Arabs to a 
greater extent. But it Is now ap- 
parent that the Arabs can and will 
change their attitudes if Israel 
remains firm in Its determination 
not to compromise the principles of 
peace for the hope of peace. 

It Is the duty of we Jews In 
America to reinforce and support 
Israel’s stand on peace in these com- 
ing crucial months. Let us not wait 
till our Government's position is 
solidified. Let us speak .to our 
representatives at all levels of 
government and let them know that 


giving up territories will *t buy 
peace. Let us push for the principles 
of peace; recognition of Israel's 
sovereignty and right to secure 
borders, mutual relations based on 
trust, such as open borders and the 
acknowledgement by all 
governments and political forces In- 
volved that the war against the Jews 
is over. For this Israel can give up 
territories.
